Outgo Up 
$ 40,000 

New Insurance Program 
Ordered by Engineers; 
Will Cut City Income 

The city of Venice, already 
confronted with growing financial 
problems in operation of its Mc¬ 
Kinley Bridge, was dealt a new 
blow Friday night with an¬ 
nouncement that the bridge in¬ 
surance program must be re¬ 
vised at an additional cost of 
about $40,000 per year. 

Mayor John E. Lee told the 
Venice city council that Hardesty 
& Hanover, New York engineer¬ 
ing firm which oversees bridge 
operations in behalf of the bond¬ 
holders, has requested the bridge 
administration to obtain “full re¬ 
placement” insurance which 
would guarantee complete re¬ 
placement of the entire bridge 
or any part of it at today’s con¬ 
struction, labor and engineering 
costs in the event of a major dis¬ 
aster. 

The additional insurance cost 
will have to come out of bridge 
revenue, as do all other operat¬ 
ing expenditures, before the city 
receives its share of funds for 
operation of the bridge. Since the 
city acquired McKinley Bridge 
eight years ago it has received 
$100,000 each year for operating 
and administering the bridge 
program. As a result of the new 
insurance requirements, it is al¬ 
most a certainty that this year, 
1967, will be the last in which the 
city will receive bridge funds in 
that amount, officials said. 

Set New Values 

Mayor Lee explained that the 
new insurance would provide for 
replacement insurance of 80% 
of a revised valuation figure of 
$29,038,525, or $23,230,820, plus 
$1.4 millions as 100% of the en¬ 
gineering cost for replacement of 
the bridge and $140,000 as 100% 
of the administration cost during 
replacement. These insurance 
factors will cost the city a three- 
year premium of $136,239. 

Added to this. Bridge Manager 
Henry McMullen said, will be 
other premiums on additional in¬ 
surance that the bridge adminis¬ 
tration carries, including risk 
and occupancy insurance, that 
will bring insurance costs for the 
next three years to a total of 
$183,232. 

This total includes $73,020 for 
the 1967-68 year which will begin 
Oct. 1; $55,131 for the 1968-69 
year, and $55,081 for the 1969-70 
year. This averages $61,000 per 
year. 

Following Mayor Lee’s expla¬ 
nation of the new program, the 
council gave final passage to a

Rescue units from Pontoon 
Beach, Wood River and Alton 
still were dragging the Mississip- 
pe river at noon today for a St. 
Louis county boy and a South 
Roxana man who drowned in se¬ 
parate incidents yesterday. 

The body of another St. Louis 
l county boy who drowned was re¬ 
covered at 6:30 p.m. yesterday 
just below the Chain of Rocks 
low water dam where the boys, 
both 17, went down while swim¬ 
ming about 4 p.m.

One Body Recovered

two boys disappeared. Cease said 
an inquest into Homer’s death is 
scheduled for 6 p.m. Wednesday. 
The Homer boy was found by 
the Alton Volunteer Emergency 

Still sought is Glenn Varel, 17, 
also of Bellefontaine Neighbors. 
Long Lake firemen said attempts 
to recover Varel’s body were par¬ 
ticularly difficult due to swift¬ 
ness of the river at that point and 
because the water is about 40 
feet deep.

Bus Route 
Cutback 
Scheduled 
Next Week 

Pontoon Shopper to be 
Dropped; Two Major 
Routes to be Curtailed 


Bi-State Transit System will 
curtail the two major Granite 
City bus runs effective Aug. 28 
and will eliminate the morning 
and afternoon Pontoon Shopper 
line on Sept. 5, it was announced 
Friday. The cutbacks are on the 
Delmar avenue and West Gran¬ 
ite routes. 

The curtailed services result 
from failure of the Illinois and 
Missouri legislatures to provide 
requested subsidies which the 
transit system could have used 
as matching funds to obtain fed¬ 
eral grants, a spokesman said. 

Noting that public transporta¬ 
tion systems in virtually all 
large metropolitan areas re¬ 
ceive governmental subsidies, Bi- 
State Transit System early this 
year sought a $400,000 grant from 
Illinois and $600,000 from Mis¬ 
souri, based on operational vol¬ 
ume in the respective areas. 

Illinois approved its allotment 
contingent upon Missouri approv¬ 
al of its subsidy legislation, but 
the Missouri Assembly failed to 
take final action approving its 
$600,000 grant proposal. Transit 
System officials had pointed out 
fare box revenues alone were in¬ 
sufficient to meet current oper¬ 
ating expenses on the basis of its 
current program of service. 

A spokesman pointed out that 
the Pontoon Shopper line from 
the Quad-City area to St. Louis, 
with one run in the morning and 
one in the afternoon, never was 
successful. He said patronage 
of from “two to two-and-a-half 
passengers” per mile was neces¬ 
sary to pay expenses, but that 
over a long period of time the 
line has been carrying one “one- 
-half passenger" per mile, or 
approximately 20% of the cost. 

The East Granite loop service 
leaving 19th street and Edison 
avenue and operating via Ed¬ 
wards street on one route and 
over Delmar avenue on the other 
will be changed primarily on the 
Delmar avenue run, the spokes¬ 
man said. All Delmar avenue 
runs will be eliminated except a 
school trip at 7:20 a.m. and a 
school trip at 3:30 p.m. Sched¬ 
ules on the Edwards street run 
will be unchanged. 

Changes in the West Granite 
operations will include elimina¬ 
tion of the 1 p.m. trip leaving 
the stockyards, East St. Louis, 
and the 1:40 p.m. trip leaving 
West 23rd street and Bryan ave¬ 
nue on Mondays through Fri¬ 
days. On Saturdays the 6:33 
a.m. and the 5:10 p.m. trip leav¬ 
ing West 23rd street and Bryan 
avenue, will be eliminated. 

Ail other schedules will remain 
unchanged. The transit system 
spokesman said the East and 
West Granite bus curtailments 
represent about 10% of the total 
service on those lines.

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An inspection of the Chouteau 
Island landfill, a major issue in 
Madison county’s landfill contro¬ 
versy, was to be made early this 
afternoon by the Sanitation Com¬ 
mittee of the county board of 
supervisors to determine if it is 
operating in compliance with the 
county landfill ordinance. 

Jack Clifford, Madison County 
Building and Zoning administra¬ 
tor, said that if the operation is 
found to comply with terms of 
the county ordinance, a permit 
for continued operation will be 
issued by the Sanitation com¬ 
mittee in a meeting later this 
afternoon in the Edwardsville 
courthouse. 

Issuance of the permit is be¬ 
ing opposed by a group of Chou¬ 
teau township residents who 
have hired two attorneys to help 
them in their efforts to close 
down the landfill, operated by a 
Missouri corporation. The op¬ 
ponents charge the landfill does 
not comply with county regula¬ 
tions, that the sit« is a flood- 


land area and is polluting creeks 
and the Mississippi River. The 
group plans to attend the com¬ 
mittee session this afternoon. 
They have petitioned for a hear¬ 
ing on the matter before the en¬ 
tire county board. 

The landfill was the principal 
site prompting passage a month 
ago of a resolution introduced 
by Supervisor Gilbert Killinger 
of Collinsville calling for an or¬ 
dinance amendment prohibiting 
thq dumping of trash from Mis¬ 
souri or other Sources outside of 
Madison county. Clifford has de¬ 
clined to enforce the proposed 
amendment on advice of State’s 
Atty. Leon Scroggins that it is 
unconstitutional.

Stamp Law Will Help State Stamp 
Out Gambling Where Liquor Is Sold 

Gambling and drinking have their advocates, 
and Illinois has seen much of both. But the state 
always has taken a strong stand against combining 
the two; the theory may be that, just as in chem¬ 
istry, some elements arc all right alone but are 
troublesome when mixed together. 

In this tradition, Illinois has a new law mak¬ 
ing anyone holding a federal wagering stamp or 
federal gaming device stamp ineligible for a state 
liquor license. The Illinois Supreme Court previous¬ 
ly ruled against such a ruling by the State Liquor 
Control Commission on the ground that the com¬ 
mission is not a legislative body; now, the General 
Assembly and governor have established a similar 
rule. 

One line of reasoning may be that those who 
imbibe freely are at a disadvantage in defending 
themselves in an ostensibly "friendly" card game. 
Another may be that gamblers in the midst of a 
tense game may be tempted to drink to excess. 
The Illinois Crime Committee reports many links 
with taverns involving betting handbooks, pinball 
gambling and hoodlum-run dice and poker games. 

In any case the state seems to be on sound 
ground in concluding that stamp purchasers have 
not paid the fee for a him; probably most do in¬ 
tend to permit or conduct gambling, and buy the 
stamp because they fear the efficiency and im¬ 
partiality of federal law enforcement. If they are 
willing to break state anti-gambling laws, it seems 
reasonable to assume they might also violate other 
regulations, and to tolerate this attitude among 
liquor licensees would not encourage general re¬ 
spect for law and order. 

Already, subterfuges, such as "leasing" part 
of a room to a person other than the tavern pro¬ 
prietor, are being considered. But we suspect that 
the new law will make it more difficult to wink at 
the law against gaming in liquor establishments.
